I.;A. Stewart, through his attorney. 


Tom B. Stewart, has filed a petition 
for intervention, answer, objection 
and demurrer In' the matter of the 
DeLand-Lake Helen road bonds, says 
the DeLand Record. 


In this petition. Judge Stewart al- 


/ leges that he la & tax payer In the 


proposed bond district, that the act 
of 1911 under which the bonds were 
voted is unconstitutional, tha' the act 
Is (inapplicable to Volusia county; IS 
counts (and discounts) are given to 
show why the bonds should not be 
validated. 


Judge Perkins overruled the de- 


murrer, validated the bonds and gave 
the Stewarts the usual 20 days in 
which to appeal the case to the 
preme Court, it they should S"e fit 
to do so 


Landis, Fish & Hull represented the 


county, and those In favor of '.tie bond 
issue (which carred by a vote of 250 
for the bonds to 52 against) are nn- 
fident that they will win out and the 
bonds will eventually be only that 
much better for their little opposition 
to their validation. The Ste varts are 
the only citizens of the town out of 
the entire population who Hied ob 
jections to the validation of *he 
bonds. 


Joseph H. Jones, state attorney, 


filed his answer, as required by law, 
stating that the bond issue was a le- 
gal one. 


By a vote of nearly 5 to 1, the peo- 


' pie of the DeLand-Lake Helen road 


district voted these bonds, because 
they wanted the roads in their dis- 
trict improved, and were willing to 
pay for their improvement. 


Daytona road bonds, voted a few 


weeks prior to the DeLand bunds, 
were 
validated 
without opposition 


were advertised for sale yesterday, 
and work on Daytona's portion of the 
roads will proceed without aelay If 
this opposition Is allowed to die. De- 
Land can go ahead selling her bonds 
and getting ready for doing the uork 
in the dull season, thus tearing up 
the present passable roads when the 
work will cause the least annoyouce, 
and giving work to the laborlug ilsss 
in the dull summer months 
If the 


case is appealed to the supreme court 
it may possibly take months to settle 
the matter and delay the work until 
long after Daytona has made the im- 
provements.

T Is to be regretted that swimming 


on the back is so much neglected 
in this country. 
The average 


bather seldom gives It a thought 


and seems satisfied with any old stroke, 
while the number of racing men com- 
peting in the very few events held at 
this style of natation is conspicuously 
email. 


Yet swimming on the back is not 


only an essential feature of the life 
saver's art but an excellent means of 
physical development and a speedy 
and comfortable method of aquatic 
progression 
A correct back stroke 


carries along at good pace and can be 
sustained over the distances Further- 
more, other muscles are brought into 
play than those used in free style 
swimming, so that considerable energy 
can be saved by resorting to It at in- 
tervals In covering long courses, wheth- 
er for pleasure or in competition. 


Several forms of back stroke are at 


the disposal of the swimmer. He may, 


same kick which free style swimmers 
have held with ease over courses 
ten and more miles should tire Irs ex 
ponente so readily when performed 1 
supine position. 


Considerable discussion has take 


place in regard to tbe application 
power in back crawl thrash, som 
maintaining that the legs should pr.es 
up hard and be lowered slowly, others 
that both movements should be mad 
vigorously.

SWIMMING ON THIS BACK. 


Swimming on the back la one of the most useful accomplishments of the aquat- 


ic expert 
A round, full armed eweep of both arms over the head, with handa 


slightly cupped and with a kick, aa described In the accompanying- article, will 
propel one at a fair rate of speed. 


in fact, adopt the movements of the 
breast stroke, trudgeon, crawl and 
trudgeon-ccawl, changing only to the 
extent of meeting the requirements of 
tbe altered position of the body. 


The double overarm, better known 


as the English racing stroke, is practi- 
cally an inverted breast stroke. The 
arms start from down alongside and 
sweep upward in recovery — hands pass- 
ing over the middle of the body— then 
straighten above the bead, dip with 
palms turned, outward, catch the water 
firmly and drive down to the thighs 


' with strong, even/ pull, straight at tbe 


elbow, hands slightly cupped, fingers 
close together, thumbs uppermost per- 
forming a half circle Just below tbe 
surface. 


The legs open with a downward and 


outward movement so that the knees 
will not rise above water, then snap 
upward and Inward vigorously. This 
gives doable impetus to the <irive. 


Tbe opening of the legs should begin 


as the arms start in recovery, so that 
the snap together may be made as 
soon as the .arms attain full reach 
above tbe head. During the arm pull 
the legs trail on the surface, stretched 
out and relaxed, with feet close and 
pointing back, as in standing on tip- 
toe. 
Particular attention should be 


paid to opening tbe legs very slowly, 
aa the movement la a negative one of 
resistance. 


It la possible to use a narrow scissors 


kick or crawl thrash with this stroke 
instead of the frog kick, but these 
drives adapt themselves far better to 
an alternate action of the arms. 


The back trudgeon, crawl and trudg- 


eon-crawl all call for this alternate 
arm pull, and the difference between 
them is merely one of kick, though It 
It advisable to roll a little mote heavi- 
ly in the trndgeon and trudgeon-crawl 
In order to secure a slanting and more 
effective direction In performing the 
narrow scissors prescribed. 


In all three strokes the arms follow 


one another equldigtantly— namely, as 
one enters the water to drive the other 
should be leaving It In recovery. Both 
perform the same movements, starting 
from alongside, going up over tbe body 
bent at the elbow, then catching a* the 
body rolls and whipping down vigor- 
ously to the hips, comfortably ex- 
tended. 


In swimming the back crawl the legs 


move up and down alternately and 
continuously at whatever speed is suit- 
able to the resources of tbe Individual 
and th* distance to be covered. Tbe 
rhythmic thrashes consist of two, four 
and six beats to each complete stroke 
of the two arms, like In tbe tro» crawl, 
and it must be left to the swimmer to 
experiment and discover which best 
fits his natural characteristics. 


It Is still claimed by many that th* 


tack crawl can be o**d only tor sprint- 
tag and to solely a sp**d stroke, but 
facts proT* th* contrary.

therefore, half the upward sweep o 
the under leg and half the downward 
beat of the upper should Ije made 
energetic and the other half of both 
with relaxed muscles—this, of course, in 
the back crawl, for in the crawl proper 
the driving movements are reversed. 


To the average swimmer the pom 


may seem small and immaterial, but it 
is just these small distinctions which 
make all the difference In swimming 
Unfortunately most competitors wil 
not take the trouble to analyze then- 
strokes and study them in detail. 


The back trudgeon-crawl may be per- 


formed with one or two small scissors 
kicks and a fluttering motion of the 
feet between to make the action con- 
tinuous The major drives orteclssors 
are all that distinguish it from the 
back crowL 


Air should be inhaled as tbe arms 


are carried over the body in recovery 
and exhaled while the arms are driv- 
ing. This method is tbe very opposite 
to the one used in swimming face 
down, but there are excellent reasons 
for advocating it 


To bqgin with, the movements lend 


themselves to this mode of respiration, 
for m raising the arms to recover the 
chest is expanded, and this facilitates 
the intake, while in driving tbe arms 
are lowered, which tends to contract 
tbe chest and expel the air from the 
lungs. Then, too, the lifting of the 
arms results in a slight sinking of tbe 
body, and it Is possible to counteract 
It in part by inflating the lungs and 
thus increasing the buoyancy. 


One of the most dlfflcult problems in 


back stroke swimming is to find the 
most advantageous position. If the 
head is thrown back too far It not only 
offers unnecessary resistance, but the 
water will splash over the face and in- 
terfere with one's breathing, while if 
the head Is held too high tbe body 
sags in the middle, and tbe drag is 
even greater. 


Practice only can tell the exact slant 


to be .sought, bat the aim should b* to 
minimize as much as possible the re- 
sisting surface and at tbe same time 
ease the action of the arm*. 


That tbe modern back stroke* have 


yet tb be fully exploited Is the preva- 
lent opinion among experts, and tb* 
fact Is not surprising, for the sport 
has a small following. There is reason 
to believe, however, that as th* back 
crawl and trudgeon-crawl become bet- 
ter known the present record*' will b* 
smashed to pieces.

DISTRICT BROUGHT INTO LITI- 


I.;A. Stewart, through his attorney, 


Tom B. Stewart, has filed a petition 
for Intervention, 
answer, objection 


and demurrer in' the matter of the 
DeLand-Lake Helen road bonds, says 
the DeLand Record. 


In this petition. Judge Stewart al- 


< leges that he Is a tax payer In the 


proposed bond district, that the act 
of 1911 under which the bonds were 
voted IB unconstitutional, that the act 
la (inapplicable to Volusia county; IB 
counts (and discounts) are given to 
show why the bonds should not be 
validated. 


Judge Perkins overruled the de- 


murrer, validated the bonds and gave 
the Stewarts the usual 20 days In 
which to appeal the case to the Su- 
preme Court, if they should Sfe fit 
to do so 


Landis, Fish & Hull represented the 


county, and those in favor of '.tie bond 
Issue (which carred by a vote of 250 
for the bonds to 52 against) are ™- 
fident that they will win out and the 
bonds will eventually be only that 
much better for their little opposition 
to their validation. The Ste varts are 
the only citizens of the town out of 
the entire population who Hied ob 
jections to the validation of 'he 
bonds. 


Joseph H. Jones, state attorney, 


filed his answer, as required by law, 
stating that the bond issue was a le- 
gal one. 


By a vote ot nearly 5 to 1, the peo- 


ple of the DeLand-Lake Helen road 
district voted these bonds, 
beeeuse 


they wanted the roads in their dis- 
trict improved, and were willing to 
pay for their improvement. 


Daytona road bonds, voted a few 


weeks prior to the DeLand bunds, 
were 
validated 
without opposition 


were advertised for sale yesterday, 
and work on Daytona's portion of the 
roads will proceed without aelay If 
this opposition Is allowed to die, De- 
Land can go ahead selling her bonds 
and getting ready for doing the -work 
in the dull season, thus tearing up 
the present passable roads when the 
work will cause the least annoyouce, 
and giving work to the laboring ilass

T is to be regretted that swimming 


on the back is so much neglected 
in this country. The average 
bather seldom gives It a thought 


and seems satisfied with any old stroke, 
while tbe cumber of racing men com- 
peting hi tbe very few events held at 
this style of natation Is conspicuously 
email. 


Yet swimming on the back Is not 


only an essential feature of the life 
saver's art but an excellent means of 
physical development and a speedy 
and comfortable method of aquatic 
progression 
A correct back stroke 


carries along at good pace and can be 
sustained over the distances Further- 
more, other muscles are brought Into 
play than those used In free style 
swimming, so that considerable energy 
can be saved by resorting to It at in- 
tervals In covering long courses, wheth- 
er for pleasure or In competition. 


Several forms of back stroke are at 


the disposal of the swimmer. He may, 


same kick which free style swimmers 
have held with ease over courses of 
ten and more miles should tire Its ex 
ponente so readily when performed In 
supine position. 


Considerable discussion has taken 


place In regard to the application of 
power in back crawl thrash, some 
maintaining that the legs should press 
up hard and be lowered slowly, others 
that both movements should be made 
vigorously. 
In the writer's opinion 


both methods are incorrect If we dis- 
sect the crawl thrash, in fact, we find 
It composed of ,a sequence of very 
narrow scissors kicks from which im 
perus is gained In snapping the legs 
together, first one and then the other 
playing the leading role, as does the 
under leg In the scissors kick used with 
the trndgeon. 


If this be admitted the logical con 


elusion Is that the thrashing legs per- 
form a positive and driving movemen 
only from widest opening to when they 
meet then starting to recover in nega 
tive movement of resistance until they 
are again fully opened

SWIMMING ON THE BACK. 


Swimming on the back la one of the most useful accomplishments of the aquat- 


ic expert 
A round, full armed aweep of both arms over the head, with handa 


•lightly cupped and with a. kick, aa described In the accompanying article, will 
propel one at a fair rate of speed. 


In fact, adopt the movements of the 
breast stroke, trudgeon, crawl and 
trudgeon-ccawl, changing only to the 
extent of meeting the requirements of 
tbe altered position of the body. 


The double overarm, better known 


as the English racing stroke, Is practi- 
cally an inverted breast stroke. The 
arms start from down alongside and 
sweep upward in recovery—hands pass- 
Ing over the middle of the body—then 
straighten above the head, dip with 
palms turned outward, catch the water 
firmly and drive down to the thighs 
with strong, even' pull, straight at tbe 
elbow, hands aligbtly cupped, fingers 
close together, thumbs uppermost per- 
forming a half circle Just below tbe 
surface. 


The legs open wltb a downward and 


outward movement so that the knees 
will not rise above water, then snap 
upward and Inward vigorously. This 
gives double Impetus to tbe drive. 


Tbe opening of the legs should begin 


as the arms start in recovery, so that 
the snap together may be made as 
soon as the, arms attain full reach 
above the head. During the arm pull 
the legs trail on the surface, stretched 
out and relaxed, with feet close and 
pointing back, as In standing on tip- 
toe. Particular attention should be 
paid to opening tbe legs very slowly, 
as the movement is a negative one of 
resistance. 


It la possible to use a narrow scissors 


kick or crawl thrash with this stroke 
Instead of the frog kick, but these 
drives adapt themselves far better to 
an alternate action of the arms. 


The back trudgeon, crawl and trudg- 


eon-crawl all call for this alternate 
arm pull, and the difference between 
them Is merely one of kick, though It 
it advisable to roll a little more heavi- 
ly in the trndgeon and trudgeon-crawl 
in order to secure a slanting and more 
effective direction in performing the 
narrow scissors prescribed. 


In all three strokes the arms follow 


one another equidtetantly—namely, at 
one enters the water to drive the other 
should be leaving It in recovery. Both 
perform the same movements, starting 
from alongside, going up over the body 
bent at the elbow, then catching as the 
body rolla and whipping down vigor- 
ously to the hips, comfortably ex- 
tended. 


In swimming the beck crawl the legs 


move np and down alternately and 
continuously at whatever speed Is suit- 
able to the resource*- of tbe individual 
and the distance to be covered. Tbe 
rhythmic thrashes consist of two, four 
and six beat* to each complete stroke 
of tbe two arms, like In tbe true crawl, 
and It must be left to the swimmer to 
experiment and discover which belt 
fit* hit natural chtracteritUca. 


It ts utill claimed by many that the 


tack crawl can be o**d only tor sprint- 
lac ud to solely a apart itroke, but 
facto prove tbe contrary. Then 1* no 


wky pncttcaUj the 


therefore, half the upward sweep ol 
the under leg and half the downward 
beat of the upper should be made 
energetic and the other half of both 
with relaxed muscles—this, of course. In 
the back crawl, for In the crawl proper 
the driving movements are reversed. 


To the average swimmer the point 


may seem small and immaterial, but it 
is just these small distinctions which 
make all the difference in swimming. 
Unfortunately most competitors will 
not take the trouble to analyze their 
strokes and study them in detail. 


Tbe back trudgeon-crawl may be per- 


formed with one or two small scissors 
kicks and a fluttering motion of the 
feet between to make the action con- 
tinuous 
The major drives orteclssora 


are all that distinguish it from the 
back crawL 


Air should be inhaled as the arms 


are carried over the body in recovery 
and exhaled while the arms are driv- 
ing. This method Is the very opposite 
to the one used In swimming face 
down, but there are excellent reasons 
for advocating It 


To bqgin with, the movements lend 


themselves to this mode of respiration, 
for m raising the arms to recover the 
chest is expanded, and this facilitates 
the Intake, while In driving the arms 
are lowered, which tends to contract 
the chest and expel the air from the 
lungs. Then, too, the lifting of the 
arms results in a alight sinking of tbe 
body, and it Is possible to counteract 
It In part by Inflating the lungs and 
thus Increasing the buoyancy. 


One of the most difficult problems In 


back stroke swimming Is to find the 
most advantageous position. If the 
head Is thrown back too far It not only 
offers unnecessary resistance, bnt tbe 
water will splash over the face and in- 
terfere with one's breathing, while If 
the bead is held too high tbe body 
sags in the middle, and tbe drag Is 
even greater. 


Practice only can tell the exact slant 


to be .sought, bat the aim should be to 
minimize as much as possible the re- 
sisting surface and at tbe same time 
ease the action of the arms. 


That tbe modern back strokes have 


yet to be fully exploited la tbe preva- 
lent opinion among experts, and tbe 
fact is not surprising, for tbe sport 
has a small following. There It reason 
to believe, however, that at the back 
crawl and trudgeon-crawl become bet- 
ter known the present records' will be 
smashed to pieces. 


In swimming the middle and lonr 


distances on tbe back, tome excellent 
performances have been made. G. H. 
Webster of Halifax, the English cham- 
pion. Is credited with swimming a mile 
In 28 minute* 20 seconds, about a min- 
ute behind the American free ttyle 
record, and In the flv« mile champion- 
ship of tbe Thames he finished fifth In 
a field of thirty.

In about three weeks after 
they first hatch out they will have 
completed their growth and outer the 
•ground to issue in the course of a 
week or ten day* a* moth to start an- 
other generation.
